preface 


Nr.  Chairman,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District  during  1960, 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

% 


Popiilation 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  that  the  mid-year  resident  population  during 
1960  was  9,960  persons,  an  Increase  of  350  persons  abore  his  1959  estimate# 

Deaths  exceeded  births  by  23  people,  hence  373  persons  migrated  Into  Brlxham 
during  the  year.  This  latter  figure  Is  13^  greater  than  during  1959o  The  final 
result  of  the  I96I  Census  will  be  awaited  with  Interest. 

Births  and  Deaths 

The  standardised  birth  rate  dropped  slightly  to  13*57  por  1,000  population 
whilst  the  standardised  death  rate  showed  a small  Increase  to  12.90  per  1^000 
population#  This  Indicates  that  the  general  age  structure  of  the  population  Is 
Increasing#  Two  Infante  died  a few  hours  after  birth. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 


Few  statutory  notifications  of  Infectious  diseases  were  recelred  during 
the  year  from  medical  practitioners,  though  several  cases  of  Illness  were 
reported  Informally#  One  such  Incident  was  In  respect  of  eight  persons  affected 
by  Food  Poisoning  after  consuming  a cooked  meat  pie.  Unfortunately  no  food 
specimens  were  available  for  examination,  but  the  history  of  the  outbreak 
suggests  that  the  partlculaup  pie  eaten  may  have  been  incompletely  cooked,  thus 
allowing  food  poisoning  germs  to  multiply. 

GENERAL  HEALTH 

Mass  Radiography  Service 

A light  mobile  unit  paid  a special  visit  during  December,  i960,  and  examined 
61  persons  comprising  12  men  euid  ^9  women.  Only  3 abnormalities  were  found,  none 
of  a serious  nature. 
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Drainage  Inspections 


The  Public  Health  Inspector  draws  attention  to  the  amount  of  drain  testing 
he  is  doing  consequent  upon  the  continued  rapid  growth  in  the  number  of  new  houts 
The  increase  of  inspections  is  over  four  times  greater  than  in  1958  and  nearly 
two  and  three  quarters  greater  than  in  1959«  and  leaves  him  insufficent  time 
to  perform  many  of  his  other  duties. 

Sanitary  Nuisances  at  Bridge  Road 

During  the  year  a new  ferry  carrying  more  cars  and  able  to  travel  faster  wa«£ 
brought  into  service  between  Bridge  Road  Kingsweeo*  and  Dartmouth.  This  heli)ed 
to  reduce  considerably  the  summertime  queue  of  cars  waiting  to  cross  the  river, 
with  consequent  diminution  of  the  occurrence  of  roadside  sanitary  nuisances 
and  complaints  arising  therefrom. 

Sanitary  Nuisance  from  Carcase  on  Foreshore 

Early  in  March  the  carcase  of  a heifer  was  waushed  up  on  the  beach  at  Mansan 
and  was  disposed  of  by  burial  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip.  The  cost  of  this  won 
was  recovered  from  the  Receiver  of  Wrecks. 

Natioaa.1  Assistance  ActSp  19^  and  1951 

The  Council  arranged  the  burial  of  one  person  during  December,  I960,  in 
accordance  with  Section  50  of  the  above  Act. 

Open  Spaces 

Great  interest  was  aroused  by  a proposal  to  further  extensively  quarrj 
limestone  at  Berry  Head.  The  result  of  a local  inquiry  held  at  Brixham  in 
October,  1959»  was  announced  in  I960,  and  supported  the  Council’s  plea  for  earlyf 
cessation  of  quarrying  activities  so  as  to  not  further  encroach  upon  the  existinc 
open  space  used  for  recreational  pursuits  by  holidaymakers  and  residents  alike. 

Caravan  Sites 

With  the  introduction  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
i960,  a review  was  made  of  existing  sites  at  Brixham.  The  new  Act  and  Model 
Standards  were  discussed  by  the  Local  Planning  Authority  and  constituent  local 
authorities,  at  a Meeting  held  at  Totnes  in  September,  at  which  uniformity 
of  interpretation  and  control  was  agreed. 


In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their  assistano 
in  compiling  this  report.

LABORATORY  SERVICE

specimens,  samples  of  milk,  water,  ice  cream  and  shell  fish,  are  provided  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  at  Bradninch  Place,  Gandy  Street,  Exeter.

In  emergency,  certain  (medical)  specimens  can  be  examined  at  the  Laboratory 
of  the  Torbay  Hospital,  Torquay.

COUNTY  COUNCIL  HEALTH  SERVICES

Home  and  Domestic  Help

WATER  SUPPLY 


PUBLIC  Source  of  Supply 

A bulk  supply  of  Moorland  Water  is  obtained  from  Paignton  Urban  District 
Council,  and  this  is  augmented  from  the  Laywell  Spring  situated  in  Higher  Brixham* 

There  are  three  service  reservoirs,  at  Hillhead  (525*000  gallons),  Alston 
(1,000,000  gallons),  and  Laywell  (326,000  gallons)*  The  Laywell  reservoir  supplies 
the  low  level  area  of  the  town  and  Hillhead  and  Alston  reservoirs  the  higher  parts 
of  the  town* 

Quantity 

During  I96O  the  supply  was  satisfactory.  The  following  table  summarises

During  i960  the  highest  average  yield  from  the  Layivell  Spring  was  over 
600,000  gallons  daily  in  November  and  December.  The  lowest  daily  yeild  was 
137*000  gallons  during  August. 
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Quality 


All  the  water  requires  treatment  before  issue  for  supply.  The  water 
from  Paignton  Urban  District  Council  has  eilready  been  filtered  and  chlorinated 
before  delivery  at  Brixham,  and  raw  water  from  the  Laywell  Spring  is 
chlorinated  at  the  Laywell  Reservoir. 

Bacteriological  water  samples  were  collected  from  the  public  mains  supply 
each  month,  and  the  results  showed  that  B.coli  were  absent  in  100  ml*  in  each 
sample . 

No  samples  for  chemical  analysis  were  tadcen  during  i960. 

PRIVATE  Sources  of  Supply 

There  are  nearly  70  properties  served  by  private  sources  of  supply,  mainly 
in  that  part  of  the  Urban  District  situated  between  Southdown,  Billhead  and 
Kingswear.  Plans  have  been  formulated  for  supplying  part  of  thin  area  with  a 
main  water  supply. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Household  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  except  in  the  town  centre 
where  because  there  are  no  back  yards  there  are  two  collections  weekly. 

Trade  refuse  from  the  tomrn  centre  is  collected  twice  weekly,  free  of 
charge. 

Sharkham  Point  Refuse  Tip 

Controlled  tipping  of  refuse  takes  place  into  an  old  quarry  situated  on 
the  Northern  slope  of  the  point  above  St.  Mary’s  Bay. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH 


Public  Health  Depear-tment 

There  is  still  no  improvement  whatsoever  in  staff  or  accomiflodation  despite 
the  ever  increasing  growth  of  the  town. 

The  Council  decided  to  defer  improvement  of  accommodation  pending  the 
result  of  their  application  to  become  part  of  the  proposed  Torbay  County 
Borough. 

Drainage  Inspections 

250  houses  and  flats  were  completed  during  the  year  and  considerable  time 
was  given  to  the  supervision  of  the  design  and  construction  of  drainage 
systems.

Treatment  to  private  houses  is  free  of  charge,  but  a charge  is  made  for 
treating  business  premises. 
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During  the  year  the  Rodent  Operator  carried  out  63^  visits  in  the 
District.

RIPARIAN  HEALTH  DISTRICT  OF  BRIXHAM,  I960  - (SUMMARISED) 

The  above  Report,  based  on  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  contained 
in  Circular  33/52  and  l6/55  and  in  Form  Port  20  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
in  March,  I96I • 

The  Report  stated  that  a total  of  823  ships  with  a nett  tonnage  of 
243,003  tons  entered  the  area.  This  total  is  51I  ships  fewer  than  during  the 
previous  year.  These  figures  do  not  include  Liners  calling  for  Pilots,  as 
these  Liners  do  not  encroach  on  the  Harbour  Limits.  237  vessels  came  from  foreign 
ports.  The  principal  import  was  diesel  oil,  and  the  principal  exports  were  oil 
and  limestone. 

No  statutory  inspections  of  ships  for  nuisances  were  carried  out. 

Pure  drinking  water  is  supplied  to  shipping  in  the  port  by  means  of  seven 
standpipes  and  hydrants  on  the  harbour  quays  and  Victoria  Breakwater.  Proper 
precautions  are  taken  to  ensure  that  the  hydrants  and  hosepipes  used  are  kept 
free  from  contamination. 
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Arrangements  exist  for  dealing  with  illness  and  accidents  occurring 
aboard  ship  and  for  the  proper  care  of  such  cases  on  shore.  Three  casualties 
from  foreign  ships  received  hospital  treatment,  and  four  more  cases  received 
treatment  on  board.  All  treatment  is  administered  by  local  general  medical 
practitioners. 

In  December  a radio  telegram  from  a Liner  was  received  giving  notice  of 
one  case  of  infectious  illness  aboard  ship.  The  case  was  not  landed  at 
Brixham  when  the  ship  called  for  a Pilot  the  next  day,  but  remained  aboard. 
The  Port  of  London  Health  Authority  were  informed  by  telephone,  becaiise  the 
ship  was  bound  for  Tilbury.
